A part of the novel fictionalizes certain episodes from 
the Koran, the Moslem holy book, and the life of the 
prophet Mohammed in what Western book critics say is 
clearly satire. They have praised the book for imaginative 
vision and depth. 

The author said his book is a work of fiction that does 
not attack Islam, contains no blasphemy and is not in- 
tended to offend anyone. 

“It is not a source of satisfaction to me to be banned in 
the Moslem world,” he said in a recent interview with the 
Herald, a Pakistani magazine.

The leak occurred in the piping sys- 
tem for the chlorine gas, used as disin- 
fectant in the water purification pro- 
cess at the South East Regional 
Water Treatment Plant, — said 
Matthew Marshall, chief engineer at 
the plant. 

The gas, ordinarily injected di- 
rectly into the water, escaped into the 
plant and then leaked outside the 
building, he said.

Utah ranks 47th in family food programs 


WASHINGTON — Utah ranks 47th in the nation when it comes to the 
percentage of eligible women serviced by the Supplemental Food Program for 
Women, Infants and Children, said the American Academy of Pediatrics. 

In Utah, out of 91,702 eligible for the program, only 38,100 participated in 
1987. 

Only 41.5 percent of people eligible for the program are served, said AAP 
officials during a House Education and Labor Committee hearing. 

The WIC program provides food, nutrition education and prenatal care to 
low-income pregnant or breast-feeding women. 

Utah WIC officials are not surprised by the low figures. 

“The problem is that many people here choose not to participate because 
they want to do it on their own rather than go to the government for help,” said

The newest member of the Quorum 
of the Twelve Apostles of The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
encouraged BY U students to develop 
a broad base of interests in their 
youth.

The contest started early in Janu- 
ary and the APA will accept entries 
postmarked by June 30. People who 
enter early will be invited to enter 
another contest that begins on July 1, 
with another $1,000 grand prize. 

Manes said winning poetry will be 
published in the American Poetry An- 
thology, a leading collection of con- 
temporary verse. 


LoriAnn McArthur, from Chicago, 
said she really enjoys writing poetry 
and thinks entering a contest like this 
is definitely worth a chance. She said 
writing poetry is like creating a piece 
of your mind. If she entered the con- 
test and won, she said she would feela 
great sense of satisfaction knowing 
she was able to share a part of herself 
with others. 

Manes said the APA holds contests 
twice a year and always has one going 
on. 

During the six years of sponser- 
ship, the APA has run 28 contests and 
awarded more than $112,000 in prizes 
to 2,850 winning poets.

public monies and theft, along with one count of income 
tax evasion. 

Max Wheeler, defense attorney for Stephens, argued 
that he did not see how the three men could be tried 
together. 

“Does this mean you are severing (trying separately) 
the cases?” asked Wheeler. 

Ballif said that severing the cases was not a part of his 
order at this time. 

Wheeler said he didn’t fea} Ballif could sever himself 
from Brown’s case and hear the cases of Smith and 
Stephens. 

“Brown may be called to be a witness to statements 
about what he has done and said that may be a part of our 
case,” said Wheeler. “The situation is so intertwined that 
the cases can’t be separated.” 

Wheeler said that if the judge felt a need to excuse 
himself from the one case he should probably step aside 
from them all. 

A Feb. 24 date was set for a pre-trial. The court will 
then determine whether the trials will be severed and 
where the trial (or trials) will be held.

Alpine School District’s Special Ed- 


ucation Department is seeking handi- 
capped or disabled children in an ef- 
fort to provide them with a free public 
education, said the director of Special 
Education. 

Richard Mecham said, “The law 
mandates a free education for all 
handicapped and disabled students, 
and a cascade of services are available 
to them.” 

“Principals, regular classroom 
teachers and special education per- 
sonnel are making a sustained effort 
to establish and guarantee the right of 
every handicapped child to an educa- 
tion equal in every way to that re- 
ceived by children without disabil- 
ity,” he said. 

In an effort to meet the goal of 
providing an education for all children 
in the Alpine School District, Mecham 
said a number of program options and 
placement alternatives have been de- 
veloped for handicapped children. 
These individuals must be located for 
the system to really work and for chil- 
dren to take advantage of the avail- 
able services, Mecham said . 

“Altogether we (the Alpine School 
District) serve 4,500 disabled or 
handicapped students,” said 
Mecham. The Alpine Schoo! District 
provides resource rooms for handi- 
capped students in every school 


within the district, he said. Social 
training is provided for the hearing 
and visually impaired and for children 
with learning, behavioral and lan- 
guage problems. Counseling is avail- 
able for children with psychological 
needs, said Mecham. 

Since 1970 the Alpine School Dis- 
trict has operated the Dan W. Peter- 
son School especially for handicapped 
children, said Mecham. The school 
presently has 155 handicapped and 
disabled students taught by specially 
trained teachers and aides, said the 
Peterson School secretary. 


. Alpine schools seek disabled children 


Mecham said the school district is 
trying to mainstream individual 
handicapped children into regular 
schools. Parents and administrators 
feel some handicapped children would 
benefit from being in the regular 
classroom situation, but this is han- 
dled on an individual basis, he said. 

“We’ve had some repercussions 
from mainstreaming handicapped 
students into the regular school sys- 
tem, but nothing serious has hap- 
pened,” Mecham said. 

Special Education classes are of- 
fered to handicapped children be- 
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tween five and 22 years of age. / 
preschool is also offered to handifj: 
capped children from three to fiv« 
years of age, Mecham said. Hh 
The goals of the district special edu fF 
cation program are to prepare chilY 
dren for life, to assist each child tH 
become the best they can be and t& 
move them into the mainstream of 
society, said Mecham.
